Manning stated that he had fired into 
He is corroborated by Denson.

“region of the heart. In spite of the 
charge made by negroes in the wagon, 
tha; Manning had fired the fatal shot, 
the evidence showed plainly that, in all 
probability. Singleton jag been killed by 
_his own pistol as ‘the wags attempting to 
draw it for the purpose of firing at the 
Officers. The negro’s revolver was not 
found, however. I; is believed that it 
was concealed by one of the dead man’s 
companions. 

The coroner's jury made a verdict late 
this afternoon exonerating anning. 
There has been some feeling among the 
Regroes over the killing, but the coro- 
her's jury verdict is accepted as being 
“borne out by the evidence. From his 
Position on horseback Manning could 
not have fired the fatal shot.

Dalton, Ga., October 7.--(Special.)— 
Fireman Will Hughes, of Atlanta, is 
dead, and Engineer Charlie Barrett, o/ 
Atlanta, is slightly injured as a result 


of a wreck on the Western and Atlantic/ 


northbound passenger train No. 2, which 
occurred three miles norfh of Dalton, 
at 12:30 o’clock today. 

The cause of the wreck was the break- 
ing of an axle of the center driving 
Wheel, which was defective. The train 
was running at rate speed of 35 miles 
an hour when the axle of the left side 
Snapped, hurling the wmneel and side rods 
& distance of several feet. 

The engine turned completely over, be- 
ing followed by the mail car, two bag- 
gage cars and one cvach, which were 
hurled against the embankment, and bad- 
ly damaged. The track was torn up for 
a distance of n.ore than a hundred feet, 
the rails being broken and twisted, The 
mail car was lifted over into an old 
field. " 

Five mail clerks were in the car, all 


being jolted and receiving slight injuries, | 

The Pullman and two coaches were 
brought back to Dalton, and the trains | 
were run,-over the Southern to Chat-| 
tanooga. Both wrecking trains were! 
called from Atlafita and Chattanooga, 
and are engaged in clearing the wreck. 

All Western and Atlantic traing will 
be run. from Dalton to Chattanooga over 
the Southern until the wreckis cleared. 

Pngineer Barrett was brought back to 
Dalton, and is at the hotel, where he is 
resting easy, and is im a conscious con- 
dition. He was injured by a cut on the 
back of his head, where several stitches 
were taken. He was cut on the chin, | 
one Mb broken, and a cut on the foot. His | 
injuries are not as serious, as first 
thought, and the physicians in charge 
state that he will be out within ten 
days. He is cheerful, and states that 
he is “slightly disfigurea, but still in the 
ring.”’ 

Engineer Burfett deplores the death 
of Fireman Hughes, who was barely 2! 
years of age, and was shortly to receive 
promotion. 

Several\ passengers and ile train crew 
were badly shaken up, and were slightly 
injured.

ingredients added, ang restoration of he 
aicohol to its original condition for pev- 
erage amd potable purposes. 

“Under the regulations now issued alco- 
hol ‘of 180 degrees proof is free from ine 
tax of $1.98 per wine gallon after being 
denatured either by the use of some de- 
naturing material or some specific mate- 
rial adapteq: especially to the uses of 
certain manufacturing interests. There- 
fore, there will be two classes of de- 
ratured alcohol. 

“First, that styled’ ‘completely dena- 
tured,’ which will pass in to general use 
for general consumption, can be  pur- 
chased at the stores without limiting 
regulations ag against the private con- 
sumer, and second, specially denatured, 
in which the material demanded by the 
needs of manufacturing interests will be 
regarded and with limitations as to the 
use Of this class, confining to the special | 
manufacturing industry for which it is 
prepared.

‘For the completely denatured article 
to every one hundred gallons of ethical 
alcohol will be added ten gallons of 
wood alcohol and one half gallon of ven- 
zine. 

“The denaturing process will be 4ac- 
complished on the distillery premises, 
where the alcohol is produced, in special 
bonded ware houses designated, and used 
alone for denaturing purposes, and for 
the storage of denaturing materials. 

“After the alcohol has been denatured 
it is removed from tke distillery prem- 
ises, and then becomes a subject of 
either general distribution, 
denatured, or for distribution to the 
manufacturing establishments whose de- 
naturing formalae have been approved by 
the government. 

“Denatured alcohol will supplant very 
largely the consumption of wood alcoho] 
for both domestic and manufacturing 
purposes, as it will be cheaper. 

Only 35 Cents a Gallon. 

“While the price of the completely de- 
natured production can now be definitely 
stated, it is believed it will not be more 
than 3§ cents a galion. 

“With regard to specially denatured 
alcohol the price of that will naturally 
vary, according to the cost of the de- 
naturing ingredients selected to meet the 
necessities of the manufactured § indus- 
tries. 

“These special agents will only be used 
where it is made perfectly apparent to 
the degmrtment that the interests  in- 
volved cannot use completely denatured 
alcohol by reason of the presence of 
woo! alcohol or benzine. In that case, 
some other denaturing agent or agents, 
which will accomplish the purpose of 
destroying, as far as possible, the potable

Washington, D. C., October 7.—During 
the last fiscal year, according to the an- 
report of General George B. 
judge advocate general of the 
issued today, 4,596 trials by gen- 
held.

acquitted. Fourteen officers were dis- 
missed by sentence. In four cases ihe 
sentences were commuted to loss of rank; 
in two cases resignations ‘‘for the good 
of the service’ were accepted in Heu of 
confirming the sentences, and in one 
case the sentence was disapproved. 

About 50 per cent of the enlisted men

The value of the smal] or “country” 
college to the cause of education in 
the United States cannot be overes- 
timated. It is these “minor” colleges 
that have played a leading: part in 
giving the country its men of brain 
and affairs since the formative pe- 
riod of the republic. They have not 
outlived their usefulness because of 
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the trust-like preponderance of the 
great university. They are not 
antiquated or. obsolete. What the 


country needs is more of them. 

In his address ta the students of 
New York university at the beginning 
of the college year, Chancellor Mc-

small college. In this term he speci- 
fies institutions which gather from 
500 to 1,000 students under a single 
faculty, with a preference, as regards 
teaching values, for the former size. 
He justly notes that there has been 
a growing sense of the usefulness of 
the smaller colleges, and he gives the 
reason for it in two main proposi- 
tions.

This short warning from the Canadian 
government creates an absence on the 
bill boards, while more elevating acts or 
scenes occupy their place and please the 
eye. 

Let a committee of police officers with 
discriminating ideas modeled after a Mr. 
Comstock, be assigned to the office of 
passing judgment on posters of such a 
nature. Such scrutiny will have a better 
effect than all the preachers, churches 
and Sunday schools combined, as it will 
be farther reaching. Do away with the 
cause and the effect will show witht 
much individual effort.

One Member of State Board of Health 
Jays the Responsibility to the 
Ordinary House Fly—Slow 
Fever Not Found in 
Screened Houses. - 


Aibany. Ga., October 7.—(Special.)—The 


‘field workers of the state board of health, 


who have been studying the so-called 
slow fever in this part of the state since 
the {5th of June, have about completed 


. their labors for this season. 


.Greatly encouraged by what they have 
accomplished, the physicians in charge of 
the work hope to be permitted to further 
prosecute it next summer. They have 
eovered the gerritory from Fort Valley 
to Florida and from the Atlantic ocean 
to the Alabama line. They have dis- 
covered much that will be of great valtie 
to the medical profession, and it justifies 
the hope that other important reveiu- 
tions will be made next year. 

Dr. H. F. Harris, of Atlanta, secretary 
of the state board of health, has had 
supervision of the field work, and to The 
Constitution cOrrespondent he teld some- 
thing of the nature of the discoveries 
made and his hopes for the future. The 
active work has been, for the most part, 
in the hands of Drs. F. W. Schnauss 
and L. T. Patillo, who havé been tire- 
less in the investigations to which they 
devoted their talents. 


Not Material. 


The theory to which many. medical men 
have tenaciously clung that the slow 
fevers peculiar to the lower part of Geor- 
gia and Alabama, and a great porfion 
of Florida, are of malarial origin, has 
been clearly disproven, through the sum- 
mer's investigations of the board’s field 
workers. Of the hundreds of cases 
studied, not one yielded malarial germs. 
There appears a distinct and invariable 
line which divides the malarial from the 
slow type of fevers, and the Anquiries 
made this season by Dr. Harris and his 
assistants abundantly refute-the theory 
that the slow and malarial fevers are 
allied. 

“But we find,”’ annette Dr. Harris, “‘that 
there is a close and consistent relation- 
ship between. the slow fever and the 
typhoid forms. In an overwhelming per- 


_centage of the cases we studied we found 


that’ either the typhoid or the para-ty- 
phoid germ existed. The para-typhoid 
parasite is akin to and closely resembles 
the pure typhoid germ, but differs from 
it in important respects. Contrary to 
what would seem to be natural expecta- 
tion, we found that the para-typhoid 
germ, which fs less noxious and generally 
less to be feared than the pure typhoid, 
ecourg in slow fevers of the wurst type. 
Some of the severest cases of slow fever 
under our observation have developed the 
resence of the para-typhoid without the

REV. FARLAND PREACHES 
ON THE NEGRO PROBLEM 


Rector of All Saints’ Church Agrees With the Senti- 
ments Expressed In the Consti- 
tution Editorial’ 


EV. Z, 8 FARLAND, in his ser- 
R mon delivered at All Saints Epis- 
copal church yesterday morning, 
dealt with the negro problem, largely 
using The Constitution editorial, ‘““The 
Past as a Problem Solver,” a8 @ text. 
“Out of the din and the clamor of 
anger and passion rises the voice of The 
Atlanta Constitution on Wednesday last 
in one of the best sermons I have heard 


recently,” saiq Rev. Z. 8. McFarland. 


‘With the sentiments expressed in the 
editorial I find myself in the main in 


entire accord.” 
In part the sermon of Rev. Farland 


yesterday is as follows. 


Extracts From Sermon. 

“ "Ror what the law could not do ‘n 
that it was weak through the flesh, God 
sending his own son in the likeness of 
sinful flesh and for sin condemned sin 
in the flesh.’ 

“St Paul, in addressing the Christians 
o? the city of Rome, by a most powerful 
process of reasoning has arrived at one

fever is never accompanied by malarial 
complications, while either the typhoid 
or the para-typhoid germ is always pres- 
ent. In the few cases of slow fever in- 
vestigated in which the germs were not 
found, we have reason to believe that 
failure to discover them was due to lim- 
ited facilities for investigation in those 
particular cases. No such failure oc- 
curred in cases where full facilities were 
enjoyed.’’ 

The physicians have been unable dur- 
ing the summer to determine with posi- 
tiveness that it is one of the typhoid 
germs which causes the slow fever. The 


‘presence of the germ is not accepted as 


proof positive that it has been responsible 
for the origin of sickness, and investiga- 
tion, which it is hoped to make in future, 
will seek to remove this doubt. 
cause of the slow fever, and the means 
of destroying that cause, is the goal 
aimed at, and it must be admitted that 
remarkable headway has been made dur- 
ing the first summer’s work. 

The work of the field force has been 
carried on in most of the cities and many 
of the hamlets of sovfthwest Georgia, as 
well as in the country districts. The 
work has been carried’ on at the cost of 
considerable sacrifice on the part of those 
directly engaged in it. The state board 
of health had to rely solely upon its 
general revenues to carry forward the 
summer’s field work, no special appro- 
priation having been made by the legisla- 
ture for that purpose. A cottage in this 
city was leased for the summer, and has 
home and laboratory of the 
busy doctors. They are enthusiastic over 
what they have discovered, however, and, 
realizing that but a good beginning has 
been made, are anxious to take up the 
work next summer where it has just 
been left off. 


House Fly Kesponsible. 

Dr. Harrié is himself disposed to chargp 
the common house fiy with responsibility 
for the prevelance of most ofthe climat- 
ic or slow fevers that occur during the 
summer months in many portions of the 
south. He thinks that if every house 
could be properly screened, slow fevers 
would disappear. He is positive that there 
would be no more malarial fever. In- 
quiry next season, should the work still 
be ‘carried forward, will be largely bent 
in this particular direction.

“Tegisiation, hoWever, stringent it may 
be, cannot make the moral man or the 
Christian.

realm preserves the distinct nationality 
of the English church, and is an unfail- 
ing testimony to the absurdity of the 
assertion that it had its origin in the 
time of King Henry the Eighth. 

“When Shakespeare, In one of the great- 
est of his plays. ‘The Merchant of 
Venice,” makes the old Jew so persist- 
ertly and unfeelingly demand his pound 
of flesh, it is because 1t is forfeited to 
him under the law. 

‘Respect for the majesty of the law 
has been handed gown to us as a precious 
heritage, and lies at the very basis o 
our modern civilization. 

“To those of us who belleve that an 
unerring Providence is carefully pre- 
siding over human destiny, and that 
God teaches us some of his best les- 
sons through the most trying experi- 
ences of life, the recent troublous time 
in our city presents ample food for 
thought. I might call your attention to 
the fact that our police justice, whom 
we all must commend for his prompt 
and. vigorous action, was extremely 
hampered in his administration of jfus- 
tice by the meager punishment which 
the law. gives to inciters of a riot. 


Police Are Insufficient. 


“With no reflection whatsoever upon 
the gentlemen who compose the police 
force, because the force is insufficient, 
not inefficient, I might tell you that 
in nearly three years residence in At- 
lanta I never remember to have seen a 
policeman north of Forrest avenue. 
But though there may be apparent 
weaknesses in tle law, the real fact 


ire sec- | for us to bear in mind is that the law 


eannot always quell a riot, still less 
ean it get at the root of the causes or 
deal with the probiems which lead up 
to the riot. 

“The negro problem is one upon 
which much has been said and more 
written. Many of the leaders of pub- 
lic opinion upon the subject believe that 
the lawmakers made the first mistake, 
and that the right of suffrage given 
him in his illiterate state has proven 
his ruin. 

“Others think that. equal privileges 
under the law of the land have instilled 
into his mind a desire for social equali- 
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‘and passion 


ty and they have hastened to correct 
it by the ‘Jim Crow’ law. 

“But no thinking man can believe 
that disfranchisement or separation in 
the public conveyances can really touch 
the roor of the problem, 


‘“T have been more than pained dur-sf 
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ing the recent trouble to feel that the 
press, which is so powerful an element 
in the moulding of public opinion, was 
very much in the position of the child 
who kindles a fire in a dangerous | 
place, and fans the flame and, then 
alarmed at its spread, stamps around 
madly to put it out. 

“How gladly then do we welcome the 
fact that we have not seen any extras 
for about two weeks and are now 
listening to good, wholesomé, thought- } 
ful advice. 


Voice of The Constitution. 


“Out of the din and clamor of anger 
rises the voice of The 
Atlanta Constitution on Wednesday 
last in one of the best sermons I have 
heard recently. With the sentiments 
expressed in that editorial I find my- 


self in the main in entire accord. 

“But I would wish: to remind the 
editor that while he has unquestionably 
struck the right note and the problem 
can only find its true solution in the 
law of love, the eleventh command- 
ment, the gospel of Jesus Christ, yet 
hundreds of earnest Christian men and 
women in our southland have been 
striving to solve it in just this way 
ever since the war.” 

“The experience of the godly .woman 
quoted by The Constitution is that of 
hundreds of others. 

“Our own churcr hag organized work 
among the negroes in almost every state 
in the south. To that work some of 
our best equipped men have given and 
are giving their whole efforts. 

“The dean of our Theological school in 
Petersburg, Va., where are are training 
young colored men to preach to their 
own race, ig a personal friend of mine, 
and is, I can testify, of the flower of our 
southern manhood. 

“But we have been discouraged and 
are greatly discouraged at apparent fail- 


ure. 

“The late Bishop Whittle, of Virginia, 
was heard to say after long years of 
patient and earnes; effort, that it was 
one of the greatest burdens of his heart. 

“Among the early recollections of my 
chil@hood, some years after the war, is 
that of going every Sunday afternoon 
with my mother to the Sunday schoo! 
for colored children which was taught 
by the ladies of our parish tn the par- 
ish church and superintended by my older 
brother. 

“These schools were kept open and 
taught faithfully long since the war and 
were only closed when the negro became 
a powerful factor in politics and closed 
them himself by a refusal to attend. 

‘The religious leaders and teachers of 
the south have not ‘entirely ignored the 
Christian welfare of eleven milliong of 
soils right here at home,” but they are 
staggered and disheartened at the lIittle 
that has been accomplished after years of | 
patient and prayerful effort. . 


Welcome OConstitution’s Call. 


“But we welcome The Constitution's 
call to renewed effort, though we deplore 
the time-worn attack upon the economy 
of Christian missions. 

“There is no such thing as ‘squander- 
ing Christian millions on distant heath- 
ens.” We have no alternative! 

“The Christians’ marching orders are: 
‘Go ye into all the world.’ 

“Tf St. Paul had acted upon the prin- 
ciple suggested, he might well have spent 
his whole time in the cities of Asia 
Minor, never pressed on to Phillippi and 
then, humanly speaking, the Anglo-Saxon 
race would never have heard of Christ. 

“But, however discouraging this prob- 
lem may be, however slow the working 
of the leaven, le us feel well assured 
that we are on the right track. 

“For three years I have lifted up my 
voice against what I regard as one of the 
greatest evils of the day and a terrible 
menace to social righteousness and Chris- 
tian character, one that causes me far 
more personal concern than the negro 
problem. 

“I refer to card playing for money and

“As far ag I can see, it has had 
more effect than the blowing of the

“Both are alfke answerable to the law.

Weakness of the Law. 

‘With all my soul I believe I am right 
and though at times heartsick and dis- 
couraged, I cannot remain silent and be 
true to myself or my people.

“I read just this past week that the 
little town in Virginia in which I was 
reared had been thrown into the wildest 
excitement because the most prominent 
women in society had been summoned to 
court to answer an indictment of the 
grand jury for card playing in public) 
places, a law against which has been on 
the statute books for 100 years. 

“In consequence of this, bitterness, an- 
ger and malice reign supreme and the 
people I fear are in no frame of mind to 
listen to the gospel of peace.

“Let us respond to the call to look 
again to the law of Christ to solve all 
problems which disturb our peace. 

“And remember that there is a certain 
element in our own race just as danger- 
ous,.

“There are certain youths that are he- 
ing imbued with the idea, that the truest 
evidenee of manhood is td have pistols in 
their pockets and cigarettes in their 
mouths.

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‘ly considered a pest, the exceptiong being 
furnished by those who esteem it 80 
highly as a hay-grass that they do not 
wish to get rid of it. If 14 were not very 
difficult to exterminate, it woulg be no 
more of a pest than is crab grass or any 
other grass. Several methods have been 
devised and confidently recommended for 
getting rid of the pest, but none of them 
seem, to have been and gene- 
rally adopted. Perhaps the best couTse 
you could pursue, commencing this all, 
would be to sow the infesteg fleld in oats, 
heavily fertilizing them (see press bulle- 
tin No. 45). Harvest the oats when ripe 
and immediately turn under the stubble 
deep with a two-horse or disc plow and 
sow ‘heavily in peas, fertilizing with 200 
pounds of acid phosphate and 25 pounds 
muriate of potash per acre. Mow the 
pea vines and make into hay and imme- 
diately turn under the pea stubble deeply. 
Cross plow and harrow frequently, so as 
to keep the Johnson grass in check until 
October, and then sow in oats again. 
While this metyod_may not absolutely de- 
Stroy the grass, it is believed that it will 
so subdue it that the land may be culli- 
vated in cotton after the second crop of 
oats. Mr. Herbert Post says Johnson 
grass may be destroyed by plowing deep- 
ly with two-horse plow during very dry 
weather in August, following by harrow- 
ine repeatedly @uring the following win- 
ter, which will expose the roots to coid, 
freezing weather, which will kill them.

One of them, 
has already been sowed two years, but) 
I fertilized it wifh guano, stable manure, | 
top dressing of nitrate of soda. | plant-; 
ed the land in peas after oats. They were! 
fine. Pastured this with hogs. The other, 
I sowed in peas and cut peas for hay. 
The grass is nearly high enough to cut, 
again. I fertilized this piece with guano) 
only. Can I make oats a success on} 
these lands another year? The hay lands 
has only been sowed one year. I can sow 
other lands by waiting till my cotton) 
comes Out, but it will be late. The} 
lands I ask about I can go to work on! 
any time. 

Answer—I have often stated that oats) 
may be sown year after year for an; 
indefinite period, if followed by a pede tig 
crop, to be cut for hay. It is one of the 
fastest methods that I know of to bring) 
up land to a high condition. I will say, | 
however, that when this plan is prac-| 
ticed it may be well to reduce the; 
amount of nitrogen (cotton seed meal) a 
little every year, otherwise the oats will 
be apt to ‘“‘bed.’”’ I would not alter the 
formula in other details, given in press 
bulletin 45, and in other bulletins of the 
station. But you may find it well to 
reduce the quantity per acre. 

If you desire to sow other land now in 
cotton, there will be no necessity for 
waiting until the cotton Is all gathered, 
provided the land is not very foul with 
grass. You can sow oats in open fur- 
rows, two rows in each cotton middle, 
by means of a Gantt fertilizer distributor 
and planter, taking care to follow im- 
mediately behind the cotton pickers. This 
is a plan that I adopted more than forty 
years ago, with very satisfactory suc- 
cess.
